BENICIA, Cal., April I 2.— The 
im­ 
mense warehouse and orifice of Bal­ 
four, Guthrie & Co., together with the 
contents, was entirely destroyed by fire 
this forenoon. 
The blaze was dis­ 
covered shortly after 
10 o'clock and 
the entire fire department was called 
out. 


There were no 
hydrants 
on

wharf, and before it was [>ossible to 


get a stream of water on, the flames 
had made'such headway'that nothing 
could be done by the firemen to pre­ 
vent the flames from destroying the 
wharf. 


The amount of property destroyed 
will amount to more than $110,000, as 
there was stored 
in 
the 
warehouse 
3500 tons of wheat, belonging to the 
Fair estate. 


The warehouse was 400 feet long, 
and a substantial building, having all 
the improvements for handling grain, 
with railroad tracks on both 
sides.

watchman, Mr. Pinkham,

this story : 


"I had left the office about twenty 
minutes to attend to the warehouse, 
when my attention was called by some­ 
one shouting to me that the office was 
on fire. 


"I hastened back as fast as I could 
and found that the fire was breaking 
out of the windows. 
I am unable to 
account for the origin of the blaze, but 
hardly think it was the work of inecen- 
diaries."

not stop here. 
A person cannot pur­ 
chase a ticket from any interior town 


for Berkeley as the agents only sell the 
tickets for Berkeley to Sixteenth street, 
Oakland. 
These things would be dif­ 
ferent had wa a competing road, for 
then there would be nice depots and 


all trains would stop in Berkeley, as 
both roads would be competing for 
the business of the town. 
The South­ 
ern Pacific Company cannot be blamed 


for not granting relief, as to all intents 
and purposes the people are satisfied, 


for they make no complaint, and when 
there is a chance by assisting a com 
peting load they treat the matter with 
indifference.

UNJUST 
TAXATION. 


THE 
London Saturday Review is 
very much exercised over the Nicar­ 
agua canal, and predicts that it will 


, 
not be a commercial success, or at 
least not to such an extent as the Sue/ 
canal. It estimates 
the traffic at 
3,500,000 tons per year, which is less 
than one-half the traffic on the Suez 
waterway. It is of course very nat­ 
ural that the English papers wili cry 
down the Nicaragua canal, changing 
facts and altering figures, but this will 
not jeopardize the canal. 
The esti­ 
mated cost of the new canal is said to 
be $75,000,000. 
Now take the figures 


of the Review that the tonnage that 
will go through this canal will amount 
to 3,500,00c, it will net at $2 per ton 
$7,000,000 per year or a little over 9 
per cent. Out of this operating ex­ 
penses would hare to be paid leaving 
over 5 per cent on the invested capital. 


The canal will be built and operated, 
'notwithstanding the feelings of the 
English journals. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that two 
new insane asylums were built during 
the last three years they all seem to be 
overcrowded. 
The latest comes from 
the superintendent of the asylum at 
Agnews, saying that that institution is 
now overcrowded and that it can take 
no more patients. 
It seems very 
strange that with seven large asylums 
in this State that such a state of affairs 
should exist. ' Very many people think 
that the asylums are being used by un­ 
scrupulous people to get rid of aged 


It does seem that some provisions 
in the license ordinances of Berkeley 
are unjust. 
It has just been brought 


lo our notice that laundries that are 
conducted in Berkeley have to pay 
three times as much license as laund­ 
ries conducted in Oakland or San 
Francisco. There are fifteen or twenty 
wagons representing Oakland and San 
Francisco 
laundries 
running 
about 
town every day, and they take away 
from Berkeley many thousands of dol­ 
lars every year, and all they are re- 
i|uired to pay is $2.75 per quarter, 
while the home laundries are compelled 
to pay $ 1 2 . 4 0 per quarter. 
There has 
recently been erected and started in 
Berkeley a large steam laundry, with 


all the modern machinery, and its 
prices are as reasonable as outside 
laundries, and its work is as good, if 
not better, 
It would be by far the 
wisest course for the Board of Trus-! 
tees to reduce ihe home 
laundries 
licences to $2.75 per quarter, and rai e 
the outside laundries licenses to $ 1 2 . 4 0 
per quarter, or in other words to re-; 
verse the licenses as far as laundries 
are concerned.

Illinois Factory Women. 


The supreme court of Illinois has de­ 
cided that the eight hour law, or, as it 
is generally 
known, the sweat 
shop 
law, is unconstitutional. 
The law pro­ 
hibited the employment of women for 
more than eight hours a day or more 
than 48 hours a week in any faotory in 
Illinois. Probably 40,000 women in Il­ 
linois-who work in factories are affect­ 
ed by the decision, 82,000 of whom live 
in Chioago. 
They are employed in tho 
main in B h o e factories, cloak and cloth­ 
ing houses, oandy factories, paper box 
shops and various other manufacturing 
establishments. 
The judges also pro­ 
nounced unoonstitntional section 10 of 
the bill, which provided an annual ap­ 
propriation of $20,000 for faotory in­ 
spectors, whose ohief duty was to see 
that tho eight hour clause was enforced. 
This will 
probably end the valuable 
work that tho women factory inspectors 
have been carrying on, with Mrs. Flor­ 
ence Kelley as their ohief.—Springfield 
Letter.

A protest against the denudation of 
forests in order to secure material for 
railroad ties is made in a report issued 
by the agricultural department at Wash­ 
ington on the nse of metal railroad ties 
and preservative processes and metal tie 
plates for wooden ties. 
It shows that 
about 30 per cent of the railroad mile­ 
age of the world, outside of the United 
States and Canada, is laid on metal. In 
the United States little practical prog­ 
ress in metal ties is reported. The pro­ 
portion of track laid with metal ties to 
the total length of railways throughout 
the world has increased from 7 per cent 
in 1890 to 10 per cent in 1894.— Rail­ 
way Review.

A DINNER IN KOREA. 


I t I* a Ceremonial T h a t Kxtends T h r o u g h 
t h e E n t i r e Day. 


"Korea, the country whioh caused all 
the trouble between China and Japan, 
has many queer social customs," said 
J. A- Morrill, "and I remember going 
to a banquet given by a member of the 
foreign office there, whioh, in many re­ 
spects, was quite unique. 
The guests 
arrived long before the dinner hour, for 
in Korea an affair of this kind lasts all 
day, and were ushered into a pavilion 
adjaoent to the one in whioh the dinner 
was to be served. 
After several half 
hours had been whiled away in smoking 
and in conversation the dinner was at 
last announced, and we were summoned 
into the other halL 


"As soon as w e had entered the offi­ 
cials began to divest themselves of some 
of their olothing, for parts of a native's 
wearing apparel seriously incommode 
him in taking food. We took our places 
at a large rectangular table, whioh was 
heaped with food of all kinds in brazen 
dishes of hemispherical shape. 
For the 
first course we had soup and sul, whioh 
is a kind of wine, and for the second the 
waiters handed around some of the oth­ 
er dishes which stood on the table. 
These contained meats of various kinds 
—beef, pork and fried fish out in thin 
yellow slices. At this junotnre there en­ 
tered several Korean singing girls, olad 
in the gaudiest costumes, and whose 
business it was to make themselves gen­ 
erally agreeable when at a banquet, for 
they constitute all the female society 
that there is in. that country. Their sing­ 
ing was not what an American would 
oall good, nor was their dancing, but 
their conversation and presence certain - 
ly added a zest to the occasion. 


"Long as it is, a Korean banquet 
eventually comes to an end, and this 
one olosed with a decoction of pear juice 
oolored crimson and spioad with pine 
nuts. 
This we sipped at our leisure, 
whilo the attendants lighted pipes for 
us. After watching the performances of 
the singing girls we summoned our 
chairs and were carried to our various 
home, I at least feeling much wiser by 
having participated in ono of the queer 
customs of a queer people."—St. Louis - 
Globe-Democrat

Destiny of America. 


A flight of birds, coupled with a sail­ 
or's superstition, robbed Columbus of 
the honor of discovering the continent 
It is a ourious but historical faot 
When 
Colnmbus sailed westward over the un­ 
known Atlantio, he expected to reach 
Zipangu, Japan. 
After several days' 
sail from fJomera, one of the Canary is­ 
lands, he became uneasy at not discov­ 
ering Zipangu, whioh, aooording to his 
reckoning, should have been 216 nau­ 
tical miles more to the east 


After a long discussion he yielded to 
the opinion of Martin Alonzo Pinaon, 
the commander of the Pinta, and steered 
to the southwest Pinzon was guided in 
his opinion solely by a flight of parrots, 
whioh took wing in that direction. 
It 
was good luok to follow in the wake of 
a flight of birds when engaged upon a 
voyage of discovery—a widespread su­ 
perstition among 
Spanish seamen, of 
that day—and this change in the great 
navigator's course curiously exemplifies 
the influence of small and apparently 
trivial events in the world's history. 


If Colnmbus had held to his oonrse, 
he would have entered the gulf stream, 
have reaohed Florida and then probably 
have .been carried to Cape Hatteras and 
Virginia. 
The result would probably 
have given the present United StateB a 
Roman Catholic Spanish population in­ 
stead of a Protestant English one, a cir­ 
cumstance of immeasurable importance.
